They 
comprise the ‘‘surplus producing’’ 
states as any exports emanate from 
there. They also produce the best 
quality of United States wheat, out- 
side a small amount of hard spring 
wheat raised in states fringing on 
the Canadian prairie provinces. Kan- 
sas is the langest producing state in 
the Union and her ‘‘red winters’’ are 
well-known in the international wheat 
trade, 

The misfortune of the wheat farm- 
ers in the winter Wheat area of the 
continent will go a long way toward 
solving the problem of top-heavy sur- 
plus. It is too bad, of course for the 
unfortunate farmers in that territory, 
and we on the Canadian prairies can 
sympathize with them from a keen 
understanding of what crop failures 
mean. At the same time a big win- 
ter wheat crop would have plunged 
the wheat market into further con- 
fusion. 

The wheat buying countries have 
been following a sedate course for 
several years, buying wheat whenev- 
er they chose to do and at almost 
any price they offered. They may 
find themselves in an entirely differ- 
ert position in another year or two. 
Should any serious misfortune hap- 
pen the crop of one country this year, 
the world might find it was not very 
far from a real scarcity.

New Regulation 
For School Land 


Leases in Effect 


it 

During the past year and a half 
many holders of school land sales 
contracts with the provincial depart- 
ment of lands have voluntarily re- 
linquished their contracts, and have 
entered into lease arrangements: cov- 
ering a period of six years. These ar- 
rangements, made in anticipation of 
better conditions than at present ex- 
ist, have proved and are hkely to 
prove in the immediate future, too 
onerous for the lessees in view of 
the depressed state of affairs. In 
order to give.some relief to the sit- 
uation; holders of these leases will 
be given opportunity to obtain culti- 
vation permits, paying to the depart- 
ment of lands a cash rental of four 
cents an acre for all portions of the 
land they do not cultivate. They 
will also pay a permit fee of $1,00 
and a share of crop grown on: the 
land during 1933; The éhare of ‘the 
crop paid in any one case will-not be 
greater than one-quarter of the crop, 
scaling down to one-seventh, 

Settlers who make such arrange- 
ments with the department and com- 
ply with the terms of their permits, 
will have priority right for a renew- 
al for 1934, and at the expiration of | 
that season the settlers will have 
the first right to lease the land un- 
der the regulations of the depart- 
ment. These leases are for a term of 
six years, renewable for a further six 
years, so that under these arrange- 
ments, a settler may have possession 
of the land for 14 years if he com- 
plies with the requirements. 

’ In the case of land leased from the 
department, a refund of taxes paid 
on the cultivated area, up to the am- 
ount of the department’s share of 
the crop grown on the land, provided 
the lessee pays the taxes assessed 
against the land and furnishes a 
receipt for the payment, Responsi- 
bility for payment of arrears of 
taxes in any year on leased land is 
an obligation entirely upon the lessee. 

An amendment to the lands act 
passed at the recent session of the 
legislature, gives authority to the 
minister of lands to consolidate sales 
of school lands, so that any sums 
paid under an agreement of sale, ex- 
clusive of interest, may be used in 
liquidate the principal monies due 
under the contract covering land 
which the owner desires to retain.

Head Of Radio Corporation Of

General James G. Harbord, head of 
the Radio Corporation of, America, in 
an address at Dallas, Texas, urged 
early formation of an economic union 
in the western hemisphere to remove 
tariff and trade barriers, insure in- 
ternational peace and abrogate poli- 
‘tical frontiers. 

Speaking before a joint session of 
the Pan-American Medical Associa- 
tion’s Congress and the Pan-Ameri- 
can League, Harbord predicted na- 
tions of both Americas will tend to 
be driven into such a union because 
of last year’s Ottawa conference, at 


» which seven British commonwealths 


revoked trade favors previously grant- 
ed other nations, 

He declared the practical effect of 
the Ottawa conference and of other 
world affairs will provide a stimulus 
for action toward Pan-American 
union, when American nations hold 
their seventh international conference 
at Monteviedio next December. 

“The Ottawa conference has shown 
that, if tariff walls are to stand they 
must embrace a wide area, such as 
the British Empire, within which 
there can be free trade. In principle, 
the Ottawa agreement is much the 
same as that whereby there is free 
trade within the 48 united states.” 

Justifying formation of a western 
league and an economic break with 
the old world, the general said: “With 
all the sentiment that should bind 
us to the regions of ou racial origins, 
there ‘is no treason to the past in 
seeking to live our own lives in the 
freedom of the west.”

Then, too, we 
were about the last of the old-fash- 
foned farmers who had a few sheep 
and managed to have sufficient wool 
to exchange for several bolts of good 
husky red flannel for the men’s shirts 
and everybody's dresses, I thought it 
a frightful hardship to have to wear 
flannel dresses, but it meant the fam- 
ily was clothed and clothed warmly 
at that. 

“The butter and eggs had to be 
put away for winter use—to say 
nothing of the supply that was taken 
to the store and traded in for grocer- 
ies or anything else we needed. No 
farmer's wife who was worth her salt 
would run a bill in those days, She 
kept the: table from the sale of her 
butter and eggs. And they didn’t 
bring such a fabulous price either. I 
have toted a good many dozen of 
eggs up the dusty road to the store 
at Sharon and received 10 cents a 
dozen in trade.” 


Avoid Earthquake Damage 


Drastic Changes In Construction Of 
Buildings Is Recommended 

A coroner’s jury of nine experts, 
convened at an inquest over 89 per- 
sons killed outright by the Southern 
California earthquake of March 10, 
recommended a central board to su- 
pervise all school construction. 

Drastic changes in building laws 
were advocated because of the gener- 


al failure of school buildings to with- |- 


stand earthquake shocks. 

Schools and other buildings located 
on known earthquake fault lines 
either should be removed or rebuilt 
with a wide margin of safety, the 
jury declared. 

The experts also urged~an imme- 
diate inspection of all buildings used 
for schools or public assemblies, and 
removal or reconstruction of all build- 
ings which were damaged or ‘con- 
tain hazardous elements in construc- 
tion,” 

The jury held the disaster deaths 
were due to accidental causes and 
“consequently no person or persons 
were criminally responsible.” 


Impressed With Canada 


King Of Siam Using Agricultural 
.Methods He Saw Here 

Siam will be an exhibitor at the 
Word Grain Conference and ‘Exhibi- 
tion in Regina this summer, said W. 
M. Watson-Armstrong, consul-gener- 
al for Siam in Canada, who has re- 
turned home after a visit to the east- 
ern country. 

Siam’s decision to exhibit at the 
grain exhibition came about as a re- 
sult of King Prajadhipok’s visit to 
this country last year, the consul 
said. Canada had made a vivid im- 
pression on the king and he had in- 
troduced in his own country many 
agricultural methods he had seen 


used here. 


The king has set apart a 20 square 
mile tract of land on which he will 
introduce homesteading in the Cana- 
dian fashion. He hopes to grow seisal, 
a root crop from which binder twine 
is manufactured, on this land and ex- 
port the product to Canada.

Wins U.S. Science Prize 


Young Canadian Awarded $1,000 By 
American Chemical Society 

Frank H. Spedding, Ph.D., a 30- 
year-old scientist, and a native ‘of 
Hamilton, Ont., who has fashioned a 
new method of seeing into the invisi- 
ble fine structure of solid matter, was 
awarded the youthful genius prize of 
$1,000 by the American Chemical 
Society. 

Dr. Spedding uses the light which 
can be reflected or otherwise, emitted 
by solids, such as rocks and miner- 
als, to reveal what scientists call their 


“lattice” structure. This lattice is the 


spacing of atoms in the solid, includ- 


jing the spinning and other antics of 


these tiny particles. He reads the 
messages of these light beams after 
they have been passed through a 
spectroscope, a glass prism which 
breaks them into the rainbow and 
records them as vertical lines on a 
photographic plate.

two years thereafter to hold any of- 
fice, position or employment in any 
member bank. Appointive members 
of the Federal Reserve Board sim- 
ilarly are restricted unless they finish 
the term for which they are appoint- 
ed.— Baltimore Sun.

U.S. Gees Off 
Gold Standard 


WASHINGTON, April 19—Thie 
United States swung away from the 
gold standard today as_ President 
Roosevelt prepared to ask Congress 
tomorrow for new powers to effect 
a controlled inflation, 

Withdrawal of gold support for 
the American dollar in foreign ex- 
changes by the president was inter- 
preted by his secretary of the treas- 
ury, William H. Woodin, as mean- 
ing suspension of the traditional gold 
standard basis of currency. 

The immediate effect was an up- 
ward surge in stocks, and commod- 
ity prices, and a decline of bonds and 
of the dollar on world exchanges, 

In this first move, the président 
adroitly put himself into a position 
to negotiate for a revised world gold 
standard by withdrawing support of 
of the American dollar in foreign 
exchanges to combat the depreciated 
currencies of the foreiga nations now 
off the standard.

Conditions throughout the world today demand and should command the 
serious attention and earnest thought of all people. In this particular article 
we are not referring to the general economic troubles of the world, They are 
in large part the result of other conditions to which specific attention is now 
directed, namely, “Fear” which possesses so many nations and peoples and 
which ig finding expression in various countries in what may best be deserib- 
ed as “reign of terror.” 

Our daily newspapers are filled with reports of the persecution of this 
or that race of people, or of groups adherihg to this or that religious sect, 
with resulting outrages, boycotts and killings. Some of these reports are no 
doubt exaggerated; some possibly entirely false, with propaganda for this or 
against that the underlying motive. But making due allowance for all this, 


the fact remains that persecutions and outrages are being perpetrated in| 


many lands. This is inevitable when democratic forms of government are 
overthrown and autocrats and dictators take control of government and the 
affairs of nations, directing not only their national and international affairs, 
but the very lives of the people. 

To all practical intents and purposes the German republic established 
after the Great War has disappeared, democratic forms of government sus- 
pended, and a class dictatorship set up. This has resulted immediately in a 
nation-wide persecution of the Jews, which has aroused people in all nations. 
It is a religious persecution reminiscent of the dark ages. 

In Indi every effort of the British Government to grant more responsi- 
ble government to that great country with its teeming millions of people is 
frustrated by reason of the bitter racial and religious antagonisms existing | 
between Moslems and Hindus and the impossible gaste system prevailing 
which shows no signs of breaking down. 

In Russia every conceivable effort is made to destroy all religion, and to 
set up in its place a sort of State religion of communistic socialism with 
Lenin as its god. Justice as we know it in this country does not exist; rather 


a reign of terrorism prevails with no person being able to call his" soul his | 


own,—the whole upheld by a huge standing army, and with the arts of war 
being taught in every factory and on every collectivist State farm. 

Europe is armed to the teeth, each nation obsessed with a narrow na- 
tionalism, alive with deadly racial and religious suspicions and hatreds. 
Every effort to achieve any substantial disarmament has failed because of the 
all-pervading ‘Fear,’’ and we find the British Prime Minister and his Foreign 
Secretary touring the leading capitals of Europe in a desperate etffort to 
prevent a complete breakdown of the Disarmament Conference and another 
great war. 

Japan wages undeclared war on Ch'na, and meets the condemnation of 
its conduct by the League of Nations with defiance to that ‘world body, repu- 
diation of it, and withdrawal from it. 

Even in our own country we have witnessed whole communities, some- 
times Provinces, even the Dominion, thrown into turmoil based on objections 
of one portion of the population to the religious views, or because of the 
racial origin, of another portion. 

All down through the ages of the past the longest and bitterest wars 
have been fought in the name of relig:on. The blackest pages of human his- 
tory record deeds primarily done in the name of and sanctified by religion. 
And the world seems to be headed for another holocaust of war, the first 
seethings in the eruption being manifested -by such events.as are now report- 
ed from Russia and Germany. 

It is. ‘Fear,’ which stalks in the nations today, that is primarily and 


chiefly responsible for the financial and economic troubles in Canada, the 
United States, Great Britain, the whole world. Remove that “Fear’’ and all 


peoples would settle down to their usual avocations in life, and living would 
become sweet and the world happy and prosperous. 


Canada suffers because the whole world suffers, and the world suffers be- 
cause of the present state of men’s minds. It is not the political or economic 
systems under which the world has been progressing that have broken down 
so much as it is the morale of men which has been weakened by reason of a 


resurreétion of the perverted views of the dark ages. 


Canada wants concord and peace. It is the only foundation upon which 
it can develop and prosper. Therefore, it behooves all Canadians, irrespective 


of their racial origin, their religious beliefs, their political and economic 


opinions, to throw their whole weght nto the balance in favor of world 
And the most effective way in which that can be done, is to! 
now and forever repudiate all the old racial and religious enmities which 
have spoilt our national life on many occasions in the past. The force of such

zens as useless. 

The inhabitants of this novel colony 
have built themselves shelters from 
the elements, as their site is right on 
the shores of the St. Lawrence and 
a prey to all winds and snows that 
sweep the valley. The shacks are 
heated by fires fed with rubbish ob- 
tained from the dump. The heating

Many factors have complicated 
world wheat situation. In countries 
best suited to production—such as 
Canada, Argentina, the United States 
and Australia—under the stimulation 
of high war-time prices, vast areas 


previously uncultivated were put into 
wheat. 


Production increased least rapidly 
in the United States, where a definite 
curtailment movement set in after 
1930. In 1921-22, this country had 
64,600,000 acres planted in wheat. For 
the current crop year abandonment of 
winter wheat areas and a fall in in- 
tentions to plant indicates an aggre- 
gate acreage of only 55,200,000 acres. 

In contrast, Russian plantings 
mounted from 386,400,000 acres in 
1921-22, to 92,100,000 acres last year. 
Its estimated wheat area for this 
crop year is 88,700,000. Canada’s 
acreage increased from 23,300,000 in 
1921-22, to 27,200,000 estimated for 
this year; Argentina boosted — its 
wheat area from 14,200,000 acres in 
1921-22, to a prospective 19,800,000 
this year. 

Australia had 9,700,000 acres in| 
wheat in 1921-22, and this year will 
grow 15,600,00; and Europe outside 
of Russia, had 64,200,000 acres in 
wheat in 1921-22, and expects to have 
75,000,000 acres this year. 

All other wheat growing nations, 
excluding. China, have*increased their 
acreage, from 48,600,000 acres to a 
planned 61,900,000 this season. 

More and more wheat has been 
withdrawn from international com- 
merce as many of the smaller nations 
have found varieties which they could 
produce. Many countries, notably 
France, have developed an eagerness | 
for self-sufficiency, especially in bread 
supply. 

The empire preferences have chang- 
ed greatly the position of the United 
Kingdom. Since they went into effect 
from last Nov. 1, to Jan. 30, the Unit- 
ed Kingdom obtained only 1.6 per 
cent. of its supply from the United 
States compared with 8% per, cent. in 
the same period. the year before.

On a recent round of inspection in 
southwestern Saskatchewan, Inspec- 
tor George Binning, R.C.M.P., Swift 
Current, picked up a very interesting 
copy of an old London newspaper, 
the St. James Chronicle. The paper, 
a semi-weekly, is dated June 24-27, 
1797, and is in good state of pre- 
servation. 

The front page head is centred 
with the crest of King George IV., 
and there are personal items régard- 
ing the royal family, note being made 
that his majesty had been riding un- 
til 2 o’clock, when he returned for 
dinner, and that “the queen and prin- 
cesses went out airing in post coach 
and four and returned to the lodge 
soon after two.” 

On the front page appears an an- 
nouncement of the Irish state lot- 
tery, shares in which were on sale at 
licensed state lottery offices, half 
shares costing three pounds, 13 shil- 


lings and six pence. ' 


The issue also contained a speech 
by President Adams to the United 
States Congress, delivered more than 
a month previously, May 16, 1797.

Fast readers are better readers 
than slow ones, an educational sur- 
vey has shown. © 

Evidence supporting this contradic. 
tion of common belief avas. reported 
at the University. of California by Dr. 
John A. Hockett, ass'stant professor 
of education, after a series of tests 
with his studénts. ‘ 

The fastest readers remember more 
of what they have read than slow 
readers, Dr. Hockett found. He ‘asked 
20 questions of his students, based 
on text they had read in two min- 
utes. 

The group of students that read 
fastest answered an average of 12.7 
questions correctly, the middle third 
answering 11.8 questions correctly 
and the slowest reading third answer- 
ed only 10.4 correctly. 

The group tested by Dr. Hockett 
was composed mostly of graduate 
students in education. The students 
read at speeds varying from 510 to 
220 words a minute, with the aver- 
age rate 265 words a minute, The 
text dealt with educational problems. 

A group of teachers in an Oakland 
elementary school, given thé same 
test, read at an average rate of 263 
words a minute, with individual maxi-
